Tiflls, April 18.—The Russian troops 
which recently invaded Persian terri­ 
tory in the vicinity of Lenkorah for 
the purpose of punishing Kurdish raid­ 
ers of the Russian garrison at the 
frontier 
post, 
Belesuvar, April 
13, 
acted with a promptitude calculated 
to overawe the tribes of the first class 
near Belesuvar. 
The fight which ensued assumed the 
proportions of a pitched battle. The 
Russians were greatly outnumbered, 
but they pressed the battle writh great 
vigor and routed the Persians, in­ 
flicting a loss of 34 men killed and 
50 wounded. 
The remainder of the 
tribesmen broke and fled. 
The Russians lost I officer and 7 
soldiers wounded. 
The cannonade set fire to the vil­ 
lage of Belesuvar, the destruction of 
which was completed by the Cossacks 
after a ruthless house to house search 
for the Russian arms stolen during 
the raid of April 13. 
Pressing their advantage, the Rus­ 
sians bombarded the neighboring vil­ 
lages of Kodzhabeklu and Zariah, and 
razed both. 
The noncombatants suffered great 
losses.

By the City in Beginning 
demnation Proceedings 
Acquire Old Plant 
To t h e E d it o r;— 
I have read Mr. Lum’s letter to the 
Dispatch. 
It contains much which is 
sensible and right, but some things in 
which he is in error. 
For one of the errors. I am in p art 
responsible because I expressed my self 
so awk wardly in my letter which y ou 
, recently published. 
I did not mean to 
urge that the city should delay con­ 
demnation proceedings. 
I think on the 
contrary , that such proceedings should 
be begun at once. 
This is really the 
only course by which both the city and 
the bondholders can learn what the 
plant is worth, and the best and quick ­ 
est course by which it may Acquire the 
plant, if it wants to 
If the price fixed 
is too high in popular opinion, the city 
will not have to pay it. 
It can abandon 
the proceedings at any stage. 
If, on 
the other hand, the price fixed is lower 
than the bondholders believe it should 
he, they will nonetheless have to accept 
it. 
The advantages are therefore all 
on the city ’s side. 
The city cannot possibly toll whether 
it w ants the plant or not until it k nows 
w hat it will cost. 
There should be no ; 
objection from any one to finding this 
out. 
The estim ates of exp erts outside 
of condemnation proceedings will not 
be without value, hut they will not he 
conclusive until they have been p resen­ 
ted to the commissioners and considered 
by them. 
In other words, while it is 
perhaps wise for the city to employ 
Mr. Morgan and for the company to 
have its own exp ert examine the plant, 
the machinery for finally passing on 
their conclusions should be provided at 
the same time. 
There is no need of delay ing until af­ 
ter the bond election. 
All that is 
necessary is for the council to direct 
the city attorney to go ahead and to 
vote funds for the expenses. 
By the 
date the exp erts have completed their 
work , the condemnation commissioners 
would have nothing further to do than 
to adopt their opinion. 
If they disa­ 
gree, they could judge between them, 
and the city could buy or decline to 
buy at the price thus determ ined, as it 
saw fit. 
Mr. Lum is entirely right in 
his view that action in this direction 
should be started.

y ear out of which must be paid the ex­ 
penses. 
Should the city be able to con­ 
demn the p lant at $70,000, which is my 
estim ate, the interest charge would he 
$2,800, 
leaving 
$23,800. 
The 
city 
clerk ’s office will collect the rentals; 
one set of engineers will run both the 
w ater and electric light plant, the same 
fuel will almost run both if a standpipe 
be built. 
The electric power is re­ 
quired in the night and in the winter 
and the w ater work s requires the pow­ 
er in the day time and mostly in the 
summer and the boilers are now work ed 
day and night. 
Ihe city is pay ing $3,- 
000 now for w ater power at the dam 
and maintaining a mile of main wires 
which would be saved. If 
the city gets 
the plant it can easily sell it for $100,- 
000 or more by giving a tw enty y ear 
franchise. 
With good m anagem ent the 
p lant ought to be great source of rev­ 
enue to the city , but it is usual with 
municipal plants to reduce the rates 
and not try to mak e a profit. 
The city 
of Duluth paid 1,100,000 for a p lant in 
far worse shape than the Brainerd 
p lant k nowing that a new p lant could 
be built for much less money . 
The 
power house was abandoned and the 
mains nearly all tak en up and new 
pipe p ut in. 
Yet Duluth is held up as 
a model of municipal managem ent.

Ambrose Tighe and Leon E. Lum 
both Write Communications 
on the Subject 


BOTH URGE PROMPT ACTION 


Question of Woman Suffrage was 
Decided in the Negative at Y.

The debate of the question, “ Should 
Women be Given the Ballot, ” at the

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By the City In Beginning Con­ 
demnation Proceedings to 
Acquire Old Plant 
To t h e E d it o r :— 
I have read Mr. Lum’s letter to the 
Dispatch. 
It contains much which is 
sensible and right, but some things in 
which he is in error. 
For one of the errors, I am in part 
responsible because I expressed myself 
so awkwardly in my letter which you 
recently published. 
I did not mean to 
urge that the city should delay con­ 
demnation proceedings. 
I think on the 
contrary, that such proceedings should 
be begun at once. 
This is really the 
only course by which both the city and 
the bondholders can learn what the 
plant is worth, and the best and quick­ 
est course by which it may acquire the 
plant, if it wants to. If the price fixed 
is too high in popular opinion, the city 
will not have to pay it. 
It can abandon 
the proceedings at any stage. 
If, on 
the other hand, the price fixed is lower 
than the bondholders believe it should 
be, they will nonetheless have to accept 
it. 
The advantages are therefore all 
on the city’s side. 
The city cannot possibly tell whether 
it wants the plant or not until it knows 
what it will cost. 
There should be no 
objection from any one to finding this 
out. The estimates of experts outside 
of condemnation proceedings will not 
be without value, but they will not be 
conclusive until they have been presen­ 
ted to the commissioners and considered 
by them. 
In other words, while it is 
perhaps wise for the city to employ 
Mr. Morgan and for the company to 
have its own expert examine the plant, 
the machinery for finally passing on 
their conclusions should be provided at 
the same time. 
There is no need of delaying until af­ 
ter the bond election. 
All that is 
necessary is for the council to direct 
the city attorney to go ahead and to 
vote funds for the expenses. 
By the 
date the experts have completed their 
work, the condemnation commissioners 
would have nothing further to do than 
to adopt their opinion. 
If they disa­ 
gree, they could judge between them, 
and the city could buy or decline to 
buy at the price thus determined, as it 
saw fit. 
Mr. Lum is entirely right in 
his view that action in this direction 
should be started.

E d it o r D is p a t c h . — 
I have learned that the receipts of 
the water plant are about $26,000 per 
year out of which must be paid the ex­ 
penses. 
Should the city be able to con­ 
demn the plant at $70,000, which is my 
estimate, the interest charge would be 
$2,800, 
leaving 
$23,800. The 
city 
clerk’s office will collect the rentals; 
one set of engineers will run both the 
w ater and electric light plant, the same 
fuel will almost run both if a standpipe 
be built. 
The electric power is re­ 
quired in the night and in the winter 
and the water works requires the pow­ 
er in the day time and mostly in the 
summer and the boilers are now worked 
day and night. The city is paying $3,- 
000 now for water power at the dam 
and maintaining a mile of main wires 
which would be saved. If 
the city gets 
the plant it can easily sell it for $100,- 
000 or more by giving a twenty year 
franchise. With good management the 
plant ought to be great source of rev­ 
enue to the city, but it is usual with 
municipal plants to reduce the rates 
and not try to make a profit. 
The city 
of Duluth paid 1,100,000 for a plant in 
far worse shape than the Brainerd 
plant knowing that a new plant could 
be built for much less money. The 
power house was abandoned and the 
mains nearly all taken up and new 
pipe put in.
